(Sour cling¬ 
stone plums give the best color and 
flavor. If sweet plums or freestone 

? rune plums are used, substitute 
i cup lemon juice for \4 cup of 
the prepared fruit.) 

Then make the jam. Add sugar 
to fruit in saucepan. Mix well. 
Place over high heat, bring to a full 
rolling boil, and boil hard 1 minute, 
stirring constantly. Remove from 
heat; stir in Certo at once. Skim off 
foam with metal spoon. Then stir 
and skim for 5 minutes to cool 
slightly, to prevent floating fruit. 
Ladle into glasses. Cover at once 
with yi inch hot paraffin. Makes 
about 11 medium glasses.
